LATEST PEACE-FEELERS 
Dee. 13, 

‘The report from Geneva to the effect that 
Herr Hitler may take the opportunity of the 
meeting of the League Assembly to launch 
another peace offensive is interesting if true, 
and the presence of a large number of 
German journalists at Geneva suggests that 
either something of the sort will be put 
forward shortly, or that a propaganda cam- 
paign is being sot afoot amongst the delega- 
tions to the “Assembly for the purpose of 
endeavouring to keller the German case. 
‘That they will have a difficult task may be 
readily understood, for not all the sweet 
words in the world will do much to remove 
the blot which smirches the escutcheon of 
the Reich. ‘There is nothing strange in these 
peace euvres. They follow closely 
ong lines made familiar during the last 
war, and it may be expected that from time 
to time feelers will be put out in the hope 
that this present war can be brought to an 
end, without too much damage to Herr Hitler 
and his government. The reported terms 
fare vastly different from the general peace 
offer which Herr Hitler put forward shortly 
after the commencement of the war; they

It cannot be believed that Herr Hitler would 
propose that Russia should also disgorge any 
portion of her spoils along similar lines, and, 
if present occurrences are any sign of what 
M. Stalin would be likely to do in response 
to any such invitation, it would in all prob- 
ability be most emphatically declined. The 
Soviet ruler is most unlikely to relinquish 
‘anything which proved a step in the world- 
wide spread of the doctrines of the Third 
Internationale. There is not much to be 
said about the offer of a plebiscite in Austria 
under international control, for it is only 
reasonable to doubt that the terror which 
has been employed in Austria would be just 
‘ax effective in the event of a plebiscite un- 
less the whole of the German forces main- 
tained for the purpose of keeping Austria 
in subjection were removed from the coun- 
try, and the people permitted to vote frecly. 
Summed up briefly the whole of the reported 
suggested concessions amounts to an. offer 
to surrender the more uncomfortable portion 
of the Reich's yains leaving it with th 
greater part of the spoils, Tt is just as un~ 
nd equally ridiculous as the 
idea of a’ burglar about to be handed 
‘over to the police secking to secure his 
freedom by offering to return a portion of the 
“swag.” And, lastly there is the delightfully 
ironical suggestion that the Allies would be 
invited to join Herr Hitler in a pact of 
mutual assistance restoring the peace of 
Europe. What earthly good a pact in which 
Herr Hitler was one of the parties would 
be it ix dimcult, in the light of all that has 
happened, to sce. With the repeated exhibi- 
tions of bad faith, chicanery and perfidy with 
which he has amazed the world before the 
eyes of European statesmen, it would be the 
most criminal folly to enter into any such 
‘arrangement with a man to whom the idea 
of betrayal is 
tional comity. 

It may be said straight away that the main 
peace term of the Allies must be the de- 
struction of the evil system which Herr 
Hitler has sot up, and the liberation of 
Europe from the menace which he has held 
over it these last few years. There can be 
no talk of peace until there is established 
in Germany a Government which accepts 
the canons of common international decency. 
whose pledges will be kept and which has 
about it that conception of honour of whieh 
Herr Hitler is singularly bereft. The sug- 
ested terms might be acceptable if the 
Allies had any fear of failing. Acceptance 
would at least save something out of the 
wreck und provide a breathing space in 
which to prepare against further aggression, 
bbut there is no fear of failing, and those

‘The many attempts of German_propagan- 
ldists to drive a wedge between Great Brit- 
ain, and France have received another 
striking answer ir. the announcements in 
London and Paris of the conclusion of a 
financial alliance between the two nations, 
und the two wealthiest countries of Europe 
have now pooled their resources for the bet- 
ter prosecution of the war against Germany. 
So, far from there being any divergence of 
Views between the two Governments, the 
negotiations, which were conducted | last 
Week, have’ produced a scheme by means of 
Which the closest possible co-operation will 
continue between the two countries through- 
out the duration of the war. It is a wise 
snd statesmanlike move which can only 
serve to emphasize the solidarity of purpose 
and the common determination to spare no 
‘effort to make sure that the menace of Hitler- 
ism shall be destroyed for ever. ‘Thus the 
world is presented with the spectacle of the 
complete unity of the Allies, whose armics 
fight as one under one command, whose 
navies and air forces are similarly combined, 
‘and now whose finances and economies aré 
Drought together in a manner which cannot 
be but youd for the carrying of the war to 
‘a sucessful conclusion. ‘The general terms 
of the new understanding provide for the 
avoidance of alterations in'the existing rates 
Of exchange between the two countries, an 
agreement not to raise foreign loans or apply

Such a resolution of expulsion 
would amount io a unanimous endorsement 
of all that the League stands for, and though 
for the moment it is under a cloud, it can

mans as a naval vietory. If this is 
the sort of thing the Reich propagand~ 
ists consider victory, then the more of such 
successes they gain the better will the Allies 
be pleased, for, despite greater striking 
power, with guns which completely out~ 
ranged those of the British vessels, Admiral 
Graf Spce has been subjected toa severe 
hammering which forced her to turn tail and 
flee for safely.

‘The story of the fight has been re- 
counted in considerable detail, and it tells 
of the determined manner in which the 
smaller British vessels hung on to their more 
formidable opponent, inflicting heavy damage 
upon her, and obliging her to break off the 
action. The British vessels then followed 
the German ship into Montevideo, and, c= 
cording to latest reports, are now patrolling, 
outside territorial waters, where with re- 
inforeements they hope’ to engage their 
enemy ayain should her commander have

Apparently overlooking 
the possibility of accusing the British of 
cowardly using three vessels to attack their 
one, German officials have immediately come 
forward with the story that casualties on 
their vessel were attributable to the use of 
mustard gas shells by the British navy. That 
hhas been denied by the Prime Minister, and 
his denial will in all probability be accepted 
in all quarters except those who wish to 
believe otherwise. The British navy does 
not use poison gas any more than does the 
British Army, and these stories can only be 
put forward ‘for the purpose of seeking to 
justify Germany's resort to that weapon some 
time in the future when it suits her book. 
Indeed from all that has happened in the 
Jast war, and this, it may safely be assumed 
that the’ German forces are ina position to 
make use of gas at any moment which might 
seem suitable to them. ‘That possibility has 

















Government which has equipped not only its 
forees but its civilians against just that 
eventuality. Something has been made of 
the fnet that the encounter took place within 
the limits set out by the Declaration of 
Panama, and thore is a possibility that pro- 
tests will be addressed to the British and 
German Governments, but it has to be re- 
‘membered that the Admiral Graf Spee was 
‘actually in the process of attacking a 
French merchant vessel at the time she was 
encountered by the British.

AN EVENTFUL WEEK

Last week was probably the most eventful 
singe the elese of the Polish campaign, though 
fen the western front there was compara 
tively little to report.

No member state voted against the 
resolution, though a number refrained from 
voting, and instead of being carried unanim- 
ously, it is more accurate to say that it was 
passed nemine dissentiente. It was at first 
thought that for various reasons it would be 
impossible to secure the passage of such 
resolution by the Assembly, and though this 
‘decision could have been ‘taken years ago 
in other connections, and the League have 
vindicated itself much earlier than it has, 
the only sound opinion, which can be ex- 
pressed on the matter is that, after all, it 
is better that the League should have acted 
even at this late hour than to have done 
nothing at all. It has often been sald that 
hhad the League taken similar action in 1932 
with regard to the Manchurian Incident the 
world might have been saved much of the 
suffering it has witnessed during the past 
seven years. That must always remain a 
‘matter of historical speculation, though sup- 
porters of the League, and all that it stands 
for, will be glad that even now there has 
been a belated vindication of the principles 
upon which it is based. Russia has con- 
temptuously rejected requests and decisions 
jof the League, and while the latter may be 
carried to no ‘greater effect than they have 
fat present achieved, the round condemnation 
fof evil aggression stands out brightly amidst 
very gloomy surroundings. The League has 
appealed to members to give whatever as- 
sistance they can to Finland in her fight 
against Communism. ‘Though not a member 
now, Italy marks her enmity to the Bolshevik 
fered by extending assistance to the Finns. 
Great Britain and France are doing likewise, 
and it may be before iong that a large number 
of other countries will follow suit, though 
some, by reason of their close proximity to 
Russia, may cautiously refrain from doing 50. 


The naval action in the South Atlantic 
between the Admiral Graf Spee and three 
British eruisers, whieh, despite the fact that 
their quarry could throw much heavier metal 
and much farther than them, succeeded in 
driving the German vessel into Montevideo, 
has proved the most important one since 
the outbreak of war. Some time this morn- 
ing—there is an astonishing difference of 
opinion between the various news agencies 
as to when the time limit given by the 
Uruguayan Government really does elapse,— 
the commander of the Admiral Graf Spee will 
have made his decision as to whether he will 
‘submit to internment of his vessel, or nro- 
‘coed to sea, and fight the Allied forces which 
hhave assembled for the destruction of his 
ship. If he decides after all to accept in 
ferament no one will for one moment blame 
him. “He and his crew undoubtedly put up 
‘a gallant fight, and there could be no ques- 
tion of his courage were he to decide upon 
‘saving the lives of his men and his ship. On 
the other hand he may decide to go out, and, 
realizing the odds against him, endeavour 
fo inflict as much damage as possible upon 
his enemies. Or he may endeavour to clude 
the vessels which are waiting for him ; in 
iat he may be unsuccessful, but the prospect 
‘of being able to get free ‘and inflict some 
‘more damage upon British shipping is a 
temptation not likely to be ignored. The 
shortness of the time given him to effect re- 
pairs suggests that he is being allowed only 
the opportunity to see that his vessel is 
seaworthy fer the period is not long enough 
to pormit of effecting repairs to damage done 
to the fighting equipment. If the Admiral 
Graf Spee docs go to sca’ she will be at a 
disudvantage as compared with when she 
‘was first engaged by the British, and though 
the sporting instinct will regret that she will 

‘outmatched, it has to be re- 
iit such considerations eannot 
apply in war.

1t_was a wise decision of the commander 
of the Admiral Graf Spec to scuttle that 
vessel ratner than go out and encounter the 
imposing Allied naval strength which had 
assembled during the seventy-two hours’ 
grace, which had been given him by the 
Uruguayan Government, for he saved his 
gallant erew from what, humanly speaking, 

ist have been a futile sacrifice. He might 
have decided upon venturing against ,the 
Allied forces with the idea of doing what 
damage he possibly could before the inevit- 
able fate befell him, but he was just as com- 
pletely outgunned as he in his turn outgunned 
the three cruisers which. forced him to 
flee into Montevideo, and if is unlikely that 
he would ever have been allowed to come 
within sufficient range to do any serious 
harm. So the action of last week in the 
South Atlantic, which the Reich authorities 
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absurdly claimed as a°German victory, has 
reached what could be the only possible 
sequel, a strikingly dramatic proot of the 
Allied’ victory, and the elimination of a 
pocket-battleship which was doing damage 
to Allied mercantile shipping. If that is 
indeed an Allied defeat then the sooner they 
achieve more of the same kind the quicker 
will the war be brought to a victorious end. 
With all due allowance for ‘the manner in 
which the commander of the Admiral Graf 
Spee fought his ship, the fact still remains 
that, when attacked by considerably inferior 
craft from the point of view of striking 
power, he was oufmancuvred in a manner 
which’ prevented him doing full justice to 
his overwhelmingly powerful armament, and 
attacked at ranges which he himself is re~ 
ported to have described as audacious. The 
whole affair is a striking tribute to the 
ficiency of the commanders and crews of 
the British vessels, and their traditional 
readiness to engage’ the enemy no. matter 
what the odds, 


There has been some criticism in Germany 
of the Uruguayan Government's decision to 
allow Admiral Graf Spee seventy-two hours 
in which to effect the necessary repairs in 
‘order to make her seaworthy. ‘They would 
have been perfectly entitled to have insisted 
that only twenty-four hours should be 
granted. International law on the subject 
being somewhat vague, it rests with the 
government of the nation in whose port a 
belligerent war vessel eceks refuge to decide 
exactly what time shall be granted the re- 
fugee. Had the Uruguayan Government 
decided upon only one day's grace the Ad- 
miral Graf Spee might have been forced to 
sea too early for the Allies to assemble the 
strength which the extra two days gave 
them. She might have then only had to 
encounter the Ajax and the Achilles, and the 
fact that the German commander did not go 
‘out at the end of one day may be taken as 
ample corroboration of the view that the 
punishment inflicted upon her was such that 
he could not hope to engage these two 
weaker cruisers with any real chanee of 
getting away. ‘The naval action was con= 
sequently won when the Admiral Grat Spee 
sought refuge in Uruguayan waters, for it 
abandoned the fleld, and was quite obviously. 
unfit to rejoin action with the two remaining 
British cruisers which immediately main 
tained a watch over her. ‘The seventy-two 
hours of grace, however, might have operated 
seriously against the Allies, for thor was 
‘always the possibility that sufficient time had 
been given to permit of German submarines 
hurrying to the spot in an endeavour to take 
toll of the Allied vessels waiting for the 
Admiral Graf Spee to come out into the open 
again. ‘That was a grave danger, and though 
no submarines have at the time of writing 
been reported as arriving on the scone it 
was always a possibility which could not be 
lightly disregarded. ‘The fact of the matter 
is that the Uruguayan Government acted 
with scrupulous fairness to both sides, for to 
have permitted the German vessel to remain 
in harbour longer than was absolutely neces~ 
sary to become seaworthy, would have beon 
acting in the most un-neutral manner pos~ 
sible, It is not likely that the sharp protest 
which it is reported the Reich contemplates 
making will have any great effect, for it is 
based upon fictitious grounds and is un- 
doubtedly inspired by pique caused by 
defeat. 

‘The Reich would have created a much bet~ 
ter impression throughout the world if it 
hhad on this occasion refrained from indulg- 
ing in its hoary old wheeze of alleging that 
the British cruisors used gas shells against 
their vessel. The inability to accept the 
blow of defeat with the dignity which in- 
spied the Poles, is a characteristic of the 
Nazis, who time “and again have sought to 
‘make out a case that defeat was due to any 
and every thing other than the successful 
Ulilization of strength against them. ‘The 
absurdity of loading armour-piereing, high 
explosive missiles with poison gas at the 
expense of the exploding charge has only to 
be mentioned to be understood, while it is 
fa faet that the British Navy has never beon 
supplied with and has never used this parti- 
cular type of projectile which exists chiefly 
in the agile minds of the Reich propagandists, 
Again it has been sought to-make much of 
tho fact that the full total of British casual- 
ties was held up. Why the British Admiralty 
should be expected to give the enemy any 
information whatever it is a little difficult 
to understand, but it has to be pointed out 
that, with the smallest possible delay in the 
circumstances, the tale of British loss has 
been announced, and, in numbers of killed, 
it is clear that the British paid more heavily 
for their victory than the Germans did for 
their defeat. It is possible that the Reich 
will despatch further war vessels to act as 
commeree raiders, though with the damage 
to the Gneisenau and the destruction of Ad- 
miral Graf Spee a very considerable hole has 
been made in the strength of German capital 
ships. Two of the five with which Germany 
entered the war have been put out of action, 
‘and the aceretion of strength which Hert 
Hitler expected through increased construc~ 
tion has at least been postponed. Whether 
he will send out more vessels of the type to 
raid of the high seas remains to be seen, for, 
compared with the amount of damage done 
by her, the loss of the Admiral Graf Spee 
suggests that these ventures are not parti- 
cularly profitable. 
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Polish Submarine Gallantry

And in those two 
branches of knowledge Wu was cer- 
tainly woefully deficient, 

Yet he was an exception in those 
civil war times, when Chinese officers. 
ed their regiments from behind. 
For Wu was a firstelass dighting-man, 
‘and in many a serap. in Szechuan 
fand Hunan he fought, sword in hand, 
at the head of his ‘troops, Indeed, 
that ‘was how he ended in his last 
Aght at Wuchang. when he had. to 
be dragged forcibly from the midst 
of the melee by some of his follow- 
ers. But that was the whole trouble, 
‘Marshal Wu regarded s hand-to-hand 
serap as the main pert of a general's 
job. Of military organization and 
Strategy, in the modern sense, he 
‘would not appear to have had the 
most elementary notion, 

During the war with Chang Tso- 
lin in 192) Wu Peltu had massed 
his large army round Shanhaikuan 
‘on the Great Wall. When Feng Y 
hisiang who commanded his left-wing 
ratted to the other side and marched 
back to Peiping, Wu had more than 
enough troops to have held back 
Chang ‘Tso-lin on the Wall and to 
have moved back quickly himself by 
rail with a superior foree and crushed 
Feng. But he had got his armies 30 
hopelessly mixed up and the railway 
line x0 completely. blocked, that he 
was unable to move and simyly went 
to pieces. 

Exactly the same thing Tappened 
is Tost fight against tho Na- 
tionatists in 1926 at’ Wuehang. He 
rushed across the Yangtze with a 
small part of his force, while his 
‘main army was stil! coming down the 
Poking-Hankow line by train. When 
hhe was defeated and forced to re- 
cross the Yangtze, he was unable} 
{o rally his forees strung out in hope- 
ess confusion all along the railway. 
Marshal Wu had a very considerable 
portion of human ‘vanity. and. ob- 
stinaey, which prevented him from, 
ever listening to any of his expert 
‘advisers, Chinese or foreign. And 
there Is nothing in his military career 
warranting the beliet that he would 
hhave had the faintest chance of suc 
if he had commanded the 
Chinese armies aguinst the Japanese 
‘modern military” machine. 


Always a Poor Man 

In one thing Ww stood out head 
and shoulders above his contem- 
poraries: he alone of the long pro- 
cession of rapacious and greedy 
tuchuns of the "twenties never tried 
to make his personal fortime out of 
polities. And when he went down 
Yo defeat and passed out of public 
life, he was as poor as he had been, 
when he first entered it.The Chinese 
are a practical people, and they at- 
Tach the greater value to a virtue, 
the more diMeult they find it is to 
practice.

Dr, William Reginald Morse 
Shanghal, Dee. 14. 

Dr, William Reginald Morse, well. 
‘known China surgeon, medical 
missionary ana anthropologist, died at 
Boston, Massachusetts, on November 
at the age of 68. Funeral services 
were held at’ Lawroncetown, Nova 
[Seotia, on November 13. 

Dr, Morse was born in Lawrence: 
town and was graduated from Acadia 
University, at Wolfville, “He received 
‘his medical dogroe in 1902 from MoGII 
University, then did post-graduate 
work at Harvard and Johns Hopkins 
Universities. ‘The American Baptist 
Forelgn Mission Society sent him to 
China in 1900 as a medical nuissionary. 
and, with other physicians, he helped 
to found the West China’ University 
College of Medicine and Dentistry. He 
ocame professor of anatomy and a 
sociale professor of surgery and, after 
1019, “also served as dean of the 
‘acuity. 

Dr. Morse was the frst man to per- 
{form a dissection of the human body 
West of Hankow, when he dissected 
ithe bodies of two erimina 
‘Szechuan, in 1910, 

Dr. Morse ted eight anthropological 
‘expeditions into the borderland regions 
of West China and uncovered much 
valuable data. on the tribes which 
formerly “inhabited the area, He 
translated Rawling’s “Landmarks and 
[Surface Markings of the Human Body” 
nto Chinese, and wrote in English 
“The Three ‘Crosses iy the Purple 
tists” and “Chinese Medicine,” volume 
eleven in the Clio Mediea Series on 
the “history of medicine, “He was 
fellow, of the American College. of 
Surgesns, the American Medical Asso- 
elation, the Royal Geasraphical S0- 
iely, the Rockefeller Foundation from 
41910'to 1925 and a past president of 
‘the ‘West China Border Researelt So- 
ciety. Acadia honoured him. in 1025 
with the dezree of Doctor of Law.

Soviet Ship Wrecked Off Japan 


Heroic Resue Work by Japanese Seamen in 
Raging Storm ; 700 Lost, 402 Persons Saved 


Wakkanai, The Hokkaido, Dec. 14. 
ESCUED after clinging for 30 hours to the lurching deck of 
their stranded ship, buffetted by a furious northern blizzard, 
and mountainous grey seas, the survivors of the 2,336-ton Sovict, 
steamer Indigitka left here at 1.30 o'clock this morning for Otaru 


in the ss, Karafuto Maru, 


‘Those aboard were 395 men, women and children who were! 
taken off the listing vessel yesterday by Japanese seamen in a 
dramatic rescue in a snowstorm, and seven members of the crew. 
who managed to reach shore in two lifeboats, a total of 402 


persons, 


‘This leaves 737 persons unaccounted for, as when the Indigirka 
struck a shoal, only 800 metres from the Kishibetsu shore near here, 
she carried 1,100 passengers, including about 100 women, and a 


crew of 39, 

‘Two hundred passengers, are be~

of the ill-fated ship, where they were 
trapped at the’ time of the vessel's

‘Transfer Decided Upon 

‘The survivors’ transfer to Otaru 
was decided at 10 o'clock last night 
when Japanese officials, conferring at 
the Wakkanal police station, decided 
‘that the emergency hospital created in 
packing factory here was not, 
‘adequately equipped to take care of 
‘the survivors, many of whom are 
ina eritical’ condition from shock 
and exposure, 

‘As the ss, Karafuto Maru teft here 
carly today, the blizzard still raged 
‘unabated. 

"The Indigirka went aground off the 
northern extremity of the Hokkaido 
‘at 120 o'clock on Tuesday morning 
while on her way from Kamehatiea 
to Vladivostok. Most of her passen- 
Hers were Soviet fishermen, 

‘As she struck the shoal in a blind 
ing snowstorm, the vessel sprang 
Dit look, survivors said, The radi 
‘operator’ of the Soviet steamer Im- 
mediately sent out 9 distress call, 
‘but his apparatus was soon put out 
‘of commission by xen water whieh 
Hooded the ship. 

Boat Crews Risk Lives 

‘The captain of the stranded ship, 
then decided to lower two boats, 
manned by ten men each, to obiain 
help from shore, but five men in one 
eraft, and eight in the other were 
‘washed overboard. ‘These seven men 
at 3 o'clock in the morning reached 














the Kishibetsy shore where they 
searched for 3 house in the snowe 
storm, 


Exhausted, they staggered into the 
house of Genichiro ‘Tamil, a fisher- 
man, who immediately aroused his 
family, who took care of the Soviet 
keameh. Tamil in the meantime ran 
to a police sub-station whore he re 
ported the arrival of the seven men 
and also rang the tocsin to arouse 
‘other fishermen. ‘These attempted to 
Tauneh boats to the reseue of those 
still on the ship, but their efforts 
were frustrated by the heavy. seas.

MARITIME RIGHTS 
By Prov. J. Le Brisacy 


The economic warfare that each side is 
carrying on against the other on the sea in 
the present war has ils legal basis in two 
rights that the Jaws of naval warfare give 
to bolligerents—the right to confiscate enemy 
property on the sea, whatever its character, 
unless this enemy property is both non-con- 
traband and being carried in neutral ships, 
and the right to confiscate even neutral 
property there, when it falls within the cate~ 
gory of contraband of war. These are the 
operations which we commonly refer to as. 
the blockade ; and that is a convenient term, 
provided we remember that there is no 
blockade in the sense in which lawyers use 
that word, namely, the blocking by the naval 
forees of the belligerent of ingress to oF 
egress from the enemy's coast to the ships of 
fall nations, and that in judging the actions 
‘of the belligerents we are not concerned 
with the technical rules of blockade but 
with a different branch of the Jaws of naval 
warfare, . 

T spoke of each side carrying on their 
economic warfare: for, of course, it is a 
complete delusion (o suppose that in our 
blockade we are doing something to Ger= 
many which she is not trying to do to us. 
German propaganda would like that to be 
believed, but it is not the case. Moreover, 
German’ submarines, as we now know, had 
taken up their stations before the war began, 
‘and they have been trying to blockade us 
from the first day of the war ; so that when 
propaganda suggests that ‘the German 
blockade is only a reprisal for ours, that 
ayain is not true, 

‘The plain truth is, of course simply this : 
that cach of us is trying to disorganize the 
economic life of the other, and that that is 
‘8 perfectly legitimate aim’ in war, provided 
you do it in the way that rules of law and 
rules of humanity prescribe. ‘The difference 
is that whereas the Allies have both the 
will and the means to disorganize Germany's 
arrangements, the course of the war at sea 
ready gives us good reason for hoping 
hat though Germany has the will, she has 
not 4ot the means of disorganizing our 

1 want, then, to say something about the 
belligerent rights on which our blockade of 
Germany, and hers of us, rest ; and to illus~ 
wate what ean and what can not legally be 
done under each of them, I shall use some 
‘of the ineldents in the war at sea whieh 
have already been reported in the Press. 
Birst, about the right to capture enemy mer~ 
chant ships on the sea: this right mainly 
concerns Germany's blockade of us; be~ 
feause, except in the Baltic, Germany ‘ship~ 
ping has quickly disappeared from the sea. 

But there are circumstances in which st 
is lawful to destroy an enemy merchantmin 
at sea, instead of bringing her into port. 
‘There are different views ay to what eircun~ 
stances do Justify destruction at sea, but 
‘about one point there is absolutely wo 
difference of opinion ; and that is that the 
destroying warships must first provide for 
the safely of those on board the merchant~ 
man, As recently as 1936, Germ: 
note’ that it was. Hitler's 
fa treaty in which these words occur : 
cept in case of persistent refusst to stop on 
being duly summoned, or of active resist- 
tance to visit and search, a warship, whether 
surface vessel or submarine, may not sink a 
merchant vessel without having first placed 
passengers, crew und ship's papers in a 
place of safety.” And the treaty went on to 
say that the ship's boats were not to be 
rewarded as a place of safety unless the 
safety of passengers and crew was assured 
by the sea and weather conditions, or the 
proximity of land, or the presence of another 
vessel able to take them on board, 

We do well to remember this treaty when 
we read of the Athenia, sunk by a German 
submarine on the first day of the war with 
the loss of 112 non-combatant lives. And wo 
do well to remember it, too, and how it has 
proved not to be worth the paper it was 
written on, when we find in Hitler's peace 
offensive speech a proposal that a conference 
‘hould be held to define the use of submarines 
stich st manner that the war will be de- 
prived of its terrible character of a fight 
igninst women and children.” No confer- 
ence, and no new treaty, is necessary if that

while they were still neutral in the last 
war, which sald this: “The right to capture 
and’ the right to prevent capture are’ re~ 
‘cognized as equally justifiable.” In fact, one 
of the oldest and best established of the 
rules of naval warfare is that a merchant- 
man may carry arms for the purpose of} 
defending herself. She may not use them 
offensively, but she may defend herself. All 
‘this was recognized by the German’ Ad- 
miralty itself right down to the eve of the 
last war, for as late as June, 1914, they 
issued this perfectly proper order to the 
German ‘Navy: that if an armed enemy 
merchantman attacked one of their ships she 
was a. pirate; but if she merely” resisted 
capture, she was to be overcome, but her 
erew Were to be prisoners of war—that is 
to say, honourable enemies. who had not 
violated the laws of war. It Is true ‘that 
Germany changed her mind in this matter 
during the war: but rules of law are not 
changed in this way to suit the convenience 
of a belligerent, and this rule—that a mer- 
‘chantman may ‘defend herself, at her own 
risk, and that for that purpose she may earry 
arms—still stands. 

Now let me say something about the se- 
cond of the rights that is being used in the 
economic war on the sea—the one that chiefly 
alfeets neutrals—the right to intercept con- 
traband goods. The essence of it can be put 
very simply. “A belligerent has a right to 
confiseate’ goods whieh are en route to his 
‘enemy by sea, whether they are going 10 
him diceetly through one of his own ports, 
cor indireetly through a neutral port, if the 
koods are of a Kind that would increase the 
enemy's military ‘strength, helping him to 
avert defeat or te prolong’ the war. 

Let us look, then, at tie position of a 
neutral ship which is transporting contra~ 
band goods, ‘because in. some respects it 
differs from that of an enemy ship which we 
have been considering. If a neutral ship is 
ordered to stop, to submit to visit-and-search 
bby a belligerent warship, it is her duty to 
do so; she is not entitled to resist as the 
fenemy" ship is. Another difference. is. that 
there is a special reason why a neutral ship 
should be brought into port and not destroyed 
at sea, if that is at all possible, If a bel- 
ligerent destroys an enemy ship, he destroys 
what is in effect his own property, because 
iC the ship were brought before a Prize Court 
its enemy character alone would be enough 
o condemn it. But mere capture does not 
turn a neutral ship’ into the belligerent’s 
property. Whether, after it has been cap- 
{ured, it will or wilt not become his property 
depends on many circumstances. Even if 
there is no doubt that it is carrying con- 
taband, it is not certain that the ship ought 
to be condemned ; and until all the eircum~ 
stances have been investigated, the rights of 
the case cannot be known. Hence if a 
neutral ship is destroyed at sea, it follows 
that the captor has” destroyed” something 
which is not, and very likely never would 
bv, his own property ; he has probably de- 
stroyed, too, the evidence by. which the 
noulral owner would have been able to prove 
the innocence of his ship before the Prize 
Court 











‘Thove are, therefore, strong reasons against 
allowing neutral ships to be destroyed at 
sea, and British practice has traditionally 
held that they ought never to be destroyed— 
we say that if they can't be brought into 
port, they can always be released. Probably 
the only case where the destruction of neutral 
ships is at all admissible is where either the 
ship in question is performing an un-neutral 
service, or in a case of gravest military 
emergency where not to sink the neutral 
ship would be to bring the eapturing warship 
itself into imminent danger. Many States 
do, however, regard destruction at sea as al~ 
Jowable in certain cases, but even they soy 
it should be the exception and not the rule. 
Nevertheless, it became the rule of German 
practice in the last war. She sank then more 
than 1,700 neutral merchant ships, in most 
cases without even searching them to see if 
they were actually eatrying contraband, and 
‘over 2,000 fives were lost on them. I nocd 
hardly say—it is an @ fortiori caso—that 
never in any citcumstances can the destruc 
tion of a neutral prize without provision 
made for the safety of those on board be 


Justified, 
‘One other point : is there any force in the 
German argument that her conduct is justi 
fied because we are trying to prevent food 
from yoing to the German people? The 
treatment of food 2s contraband is a thing 
that easily appeals to the emotions of humane 
people, but most of the things that war 
makes it legitimate to do one’s enemy would 
be ruled out if we took emotion for our 
guide. It is only right that we should judge 
in this matter with a full and clear realiza~ 
tion of what war is. Food in past wars has. 
generally been treated as conditional contra~ 
band. ‘That means that it has been con 
demned if it could be shown, not merely 
that it was going to the enemy country, but 
also that if it arrived there it was destined 
for the use of the enemy government or its 
armed forces. Now, in earlier wars it has 
‘often been possible to make this distinction 
and so to let food go to the enemy with a 
fair assurance that it would not be a source 
of added military strength to him. But, as
